Forming at Second and Market 


streets and headed by the Biver 
City band the parade moved east 
on Second to Chillicothe street at 
7:45, north on Chillieothc street 
to Eighth, each on Eighth to Wal- 
ler south on Waller to Gallia, west 
on Gallia to Chillieothe street and 
south on this street to Second, 
where the parade disbanded.

Mrs. Frank 
Hodge and her ton, Raymond 
Hodge, aged 10 years, who did 
not see her as she started her leap 
but noticed the woman's 
form 


making a complete revolution in 
the air had called to him to hold 
her head above the water. 


Cole had been sitting on the 


river bank fishing. He did not 
notice the woman until after she 
turned a somersault and then'was 
unable to tell whether it was a 
man or 
-woman falling. 'There 


were no oars within easy reach 
but grabbing up a board as he 
untied a boat he paddled oat in- 
to the river. Mrs. Huddleson made 
her leap near the second pier from 
the Portsmouth approach of th* 
bridge. She was floating with 
head upstream and feet 
down- 


stream when Colo reached her. 
Her first words to him as he 
raised her head was for him b«ve 
her alone, saying she wanted to 
get -back in the water.

Robert Lookabaugh, son-in-law of

Fourth sfreet, where Dr." W. E. 
Gault attended her.. It was found 
«he had fractured a bone in her 
right foot. She was also suffering 
greatly from shock. She lapsed 
into a state of coma and did not 
regain consciousness until about G 
o'clock Sunday evening, 


Barring the danger of develop- 


ing pneumonia it is thought that 
she will recover. 


Relatives were nnable to at- 


tribute any other motive for Mrs. 
Huddleson's rash act unless that 
it was done in a fit of despond- 
ency. They say ahe has been given 
to melancholly of late but had not 
noticed anything of such an un- 
usual nature in her demeanor as 
to excite any alarm or cause them 
to watch her.
